Within the past few days many people have 
received a copy of the second Department of 
Defence booklet—‘‘Civilian War Duties.’’ 
This is a very useful little publication, and 
gives some interesting hints on the prepara- 
tion of shelters. The average man, however, 


Some of the 
shelters can be purchased in sections, and 
you can do the erecting part of the work 
yourself if you feel so inclined.

But apart from the danger of prosecution

If and when the Government re- 
issues the Order there will be very little time 
for you to give effect to its provisions; there- 
fore, if you are wise, you will prepare for it 
now and- obtain sui blinds or other 
“black-out” materials at once.

Will Russia Move? 


OW that the recent series of ‘‘ talks” 

in Berchtesgaden and Rome has come 

to an end, anearly readjustment of Balkan 
frontiers may be expected. According to 
reports from Rome, Herr Hitler and Signor 
Mussolini are anxious that Hungariau 
and Bulgarian aspirations shall be satis- 
fied on a basis of ‘‘ voluntary understand. 
ing”; but it is quite obvious that the 
Rumanian delegates who visited the 
‘Axis’? leaders last week. have been 
informed more or less precisely what this 
voluntary basis is to be, and that King 
Carol will be required to take an early 
opportunity to make territorial con- 
cessions. For him the alternatives are 
easy. If he does not hand over portion of 
Rumania’s territory to her neighbours, 
they will proceed to take it without. his 
leave. He may take the view, therefore, 
that discretion is: the better part of 
valour, and that, rather than expose 
his country to the horrors of modern 
warfare, he will hand over to the 
Magyars a strip of Transylvanian 
territory. The general view is that 
Herr Hitler has advised the Rumanian 
Government to give the Hungarians certain 
frontier ‘districts of Transylvania, the 
forfeiture of which, while gratifying 
Hungarian pride, will not ‘constitute a 
mortal blow to Rumanian prestige. It 
seems that King Caro] has been advised 
by the Fuehrer—with the Duce’s fullest 
approval—to cede without further delay 
that portion of Transylvanian territory 
which includes the cities of Satumare; 
Oradea and Arad; ‘retaining, for the 
present, at any rate, the Transylvanian 
capital, known to the Rumanians as Cluj, 
to the Magyars as Koloszvar, and to the 
Germans as Klausenburg. Along this part 
of the Hungarian-Rumanian border, the 
three nationialities—Rumanians, Magyars.

If 
the Russians wish to pick a quarrel, 
nothing will be easier; and it is this 
possibility that is holding Herr Hitler in 
check, Once the Germans start their 
Blitzkrieg ‘against Great Britain, neither 
they nor the Italians will have much time 
to bother about the Balkans. An attack 
on the British Empire will be a whole- 
time job; and, unless some ,uarantee of 
Russian passivity in Balkan affairs can be 
obtained by Herr Hitler, he may think 
twice before he commits himself to 
“total ” action in the West.

Europe and America 


As we anticipated, the Pan-American 
Conference at Havana has been successful. 
The assembled Republics have attained 
what is described as ‘‘full solidarity on 
methods of dealing with dangers from 
European possessions in the western 
hemisphere.” Broadly, they have made 
up their nmuds that, if any threat comes 
to the status of a European possession in 
or off the American continent, the colony 
will be brought at once under American 
protection. There was some difference of 
opinion concerning the precise form of 
protection. Some of the Republics, headed 
by the United States, thought that the 
European colonies should be placed, as it 
were, under an American mandate with a 
time-lag; they should become “ wards ”’ 
of the American Republics, which would 
administer them by means of a commis- 
sion, appointed by all the Republics. 
Other nations stood for a different 
procedure. Their view was that the 
threatened possessions should be handed 
over separately, for general safe-keeping, 
to some individual Republic of the 
Americas. Actually, a compromise has 
been reached. The Conference has resolved, 
in the first place, that America cannot 
recognise any change in the sovereignty 
of the European possessions. In the second 
place, it proposes to establish a Commis- 
sion for the Preservation of Peace, and 
this Commission, in turn, will nominate 
an executive committee of three members, 
whose task will be to administer the 
European colonies. There also will be an 
emergency committee of seven, which will 
take charge of the colonies if, by any 
chance, a threat is offered to their security 
before the permanent machinery can be 
created. If the war ends in.a victory for 
Great Britain—and, therefore, according 
to British promises, in the rehabilitation 
of the European States which have come 
under German control—the colonies will 
be restored to their original owners; if 
not—that is to say, if Germany wins— 
they will be granted self-government. 
Certain exceptions are made to the general 
rule. British Honduras always has been 
claimed by the Republic of Honduras as 
rightly belonging to her, while the 
Falkland Islands, in like manner, are 
claimed by Argentina; and these two 
possessions are excluded, at the instance 
of Dr. Melo, the Argentinian delegate and 
Foreign Minister, from the convention’s 
scope. All others come under Pan- 
American guardianship. 

The provisional committee has been 
formed already. It consists of representa- 
tives of the United States, Brazil, Ecuador, 
Panama, Paraguay, Santo Domingo and 
Venezuela, and it. will act until the 
Permanent Commission, approved by two- 
thirds of the American Republics, has 
come into existence. The agreement has 
obtained a good Press in the United

Apart from the fact that it will be difficult 
to pass on cne-eighth of a penny to the 
public, other aspects, such as the very 
rigid paper restriction, would mean that 
the newsagents would have to pay the tax 
on all copies purchased whether sold or 
not. This would be a very heavy and un. 
fair burden in the opinion of Mr. 
Macharen. 


Aluminium Scarcity 


The enormous amount of aluminium 
given up by British housewives has 
brought into prominence the value and 
general utility of this metal. There is 
such a demand at the present time in 
almost every country for aluminium that 
it has become something like a precious 
metal, which is the more surprising since 
roughly one-twelfth of the earth’s crust 
consists of it. The world contains nearly 
twice as much aluminium as iron, which 


nol » snd the richest of the 
aluminium ores is the claylike substance 
bauxite. Bauxite is generously distributed 
all over the world. and can be found in 
India, Africa, Australia, British and 
Dutch Guiana, Greece, Rumania and 
¥ Bauxite is not the only thing

“For some time past aircraft of the Royal 
Air Force has observed German sea ‘planes,

“These aircraft, which are fitted with 
wireless, are known to make valuable recon- 
naissances on behalf of the enemy and to 
used for general salvage services. Early in 
July two such aircraft were forced down—one 
a few miles from Hartlepool and the other 
in the English Channel, near Walmer. 

“The crews were made prisoners of war. 
The log-book of one of the captured aircraft 
showed that. under cover of the Red Cross 
emblem, it had been used as a communication 
aircraft by General-Major Tittel, commander 
of an infantry division, and his Adjutant, 
and also that it had been used to make bogus 
war films for the German War News Service. 


ment caused the following ommunication to 
be made through the proper channels for 
transmission to the German and Italian 
Governments :— | 

“It has come to the notice of His Majesty’s 
Government in the United Kingdom that 
enemy aircraft, bearing civil markings, and 
marked with the Red Cross, have recently

A ‘white-painted twin-engined seaplane, 
with red crosses on the wings and fuselage, 
and Swastikas on the scarlet tail, was towed 
by a tug into the harbour of a South-East 
coast town, says the Press Association.

The seaplane was flying low over the 
Channel near the English coast, when it was 
forced down by British fighters.

The British destroyer Wren has been. sunk 
during an action with bombers, the Admiralty 
announced yesterday; but two of the ‘planes 
were shot down at the same time by the 
destroyer Montrose. 

An official communiqué stated :— 

“The Secretary of the Admiralty regrets 
to announce that the destroyer H.M 8. ren 
(Lieut.-Commander P. W. G. Barker, R.N.), 
has been lost through enemy air action. 
H.M.S. Wren was hit by a bomb. during an 
action between our patrolling destroyers and 
enemy aircraft, and subsequently sank, 

‘The next-of-kin of casualties have been 
informed. 

** During this a onErs another of our 
destroyers, H.M.8. Montrose (Commander C. 
R. L. Parry, R.N.), shot down two enemy 
bombers.” 

H.M.8. Wren (1,120 tons) was completed 
in 1923, she having been laid down under 
the war emergency programme, 1918. Her 
normal complement was 134, and her designed 
speed 34 knots. She was armed with r 
4.7 inch guns, two 2-pounder pom-poms, five 
smaller guns, and six 21-inch torpedo tubes. 

The names of an officer and two members 
of her crew appeared in a recent list of 
British naval awards for “gallantry and 
courage in operations off the Norwegian and 
Dutch coasts, and for resource in capturing 
enemy ships.’’ 

She is the twenty-eighth destroyer to be 
lost sin.» the outbreak of war, when Britain 
had 179 in commission.

_ , Official quarters in Bucharest yesterday indicated that the 
Rumanian Government is willing to cede quickly a narrow strip of 


Transylvania to Hungary. 


It was stated in authoritative quarters in Bucharest last night 
that Germany had given Rumania until September 15th to settle 
Bulgarian -and Hungarian claims, and would impose a German 
settlement if the matter were not cleared up by this date, says the 


Associated Press. 


GOING TO YUGOSLAVIA?

The Russians are reported to be powerfully 
established on the Ruthenian border, and in 
some quarters the question is asked: Should 
Germany throw her weight on England, 
would Russia, perhaps, seize the opportunity 
to pour her divisions across the easy southern 
plains of Hungary to a Yugo-Slavia where 
the currents of Pan-Slavism are running more 
strongly than ever? 

In Bulgaria, the Germans and Russians 
eye each other askance. 


DISAPPOINTMENT? 


The Bulgarian statesmen who saw Herr 
Hitler at Salzburg are not expected to bring 
back a proposal for the settlement of the 
Dobruja claims, but merely the German counsel 
that they shall settle the issue direct with 
Rumania in the near future. If so, this will 
not surprise official circles, but will dis- 
appoint the people, they had been led to 
expect more from the visit. : 

It would seem curious if the U.S.S.R. 
already dispenser of Bulgarian liberties, did 
not seize the opportunity to mediate herself 
with Rumania for the cession of the 
Dobruja, and thus gain further Bulgarian 
gratitude. 

The recent British acknowledgment of the 
Bulgarian right to Southern ‘Dobruja is re- 
ported to have angered the Germans. Their 
pro nda organisation in South-east Europe 
now alleges that Britain has started a re- 
visionist agitation in the Balkans to foment 
trouble, whereas Germany wants peace. 


ROUGH JUSTICE 


The Russians are maintaining a firm 
attitude. They are occupied in Bessarabia 
with the discipline and rough justice which 
the territory requires. 

The demand addressed by Moscow to 
Rumania that pce mage Bessarabians shal! 
be well treated under the pain of ‘‘frontier 
measures’ is reported by a traveller from 
Bukovina to have been backed by a fresh 
concentration of motorised divisions and 
troops along the new frontier on the River 
Pruth. 

The general outcome of the Salzburg 
audiences seems to have been negatived as

claims, 


NEGOTIATIONS 


[t would appear that the Rumanian states- 
men have accepted Herr Hitler’s instructions 
that Run:ania and Hungary shall begin direct 
negotiations. The Berlin Correspandents de- 
clace uniformly that the Axis interests in 
South-Eastern Barons remain purely economic 
and that for these peace must be maintained. 

As regards Transylvania, the territory 
claimed Hungary, it does not seem to be 
doubted that Germany requires the eventual 
cession to Hungary of certain frontier pro- 
vinces and autonomy under German “ pro- 
tection "” for the two and a half million in- 
habitants. 

The present Nazi attitude, according to 
the Bucharester Tagebdiatt, is that Germany 
has not been deceived by those who suddenly 
discovered friendship for her. Germany, 
the paper adds, wishes the settlement of 
South-Fastern European disputes by direct 
bilateral negotiations between the countries, 
Transylvania is deeply connected with Ger- 
man culture, and the fact that Herr Hitler 
has not included the German minority there 
in his migration plans suggests that he has 
already prepared a scheme for taking them 
under his own protection. 

The development of the Salzburg inter- 
views has somewhat calmed Rumanian 
anxieties. This is chiefly because the revi- 
sion claims again seem to have been momen- 
tarily shelved. It is thought likely that, the 
present Rumanian Government will remain in 
office, only the three [ron Guard Ministers 
who recently resigned being replaced. 


TUGS TO BE HELD 


The local British protests have been regular 
and sustained, but the truth is that im- 
mediate action only by diplomacy is recog- 
nised by the Balkans nowadays. It is under- 
stood that, as a reprisal for the British re- 
tention of Rumanian ships at Port Said, the 
Rumanian Government has decided to detain 
eighteen British tugs under charter by Great 
Britain in the Danube ports. 

German propaganda hinis that the South. 
Eastern European States will soon be required 
to exclude British newspaper correspondents 
and to,cease taking foreign news from non- 
Axis sources.

_ Complete agreement of the Axis Powers 
in their Balkan policy is emphasised in 
Italian political circles. according to a Rome 
dispatch to the German official News Agency, 
summing up the situation at the conclusion 
of the conversations with the Balkan repre- 
sentatives at Berchtesgaden and in Rome.

“A the moderate objectivity of the 
Italian and German official announcements on 
the conversations conducted during the past 
few days concedes the greatest elasticity for 
the countries directly concerned, especially 
in respect of wishes for direct contact.”— 
(Reuter.) 


MOSCOW DEMANDS NOT

Soviet demands for the return of locomotives 
and rolling stock which are alleged to have 
been withdrawn by the Rumanians from 
Bessarabia and Northern Bukovina have, so 
far, failed to elicit any sattsfactory reply from 
Bucharest, it was learnt here to-day.
